Shorter Hours, Employ- 
ment of 50,000 More 
Jobless Planned.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—Follow- | 
ing an extended conference earlier in | 
the day with the entire Georgia con- 
gressional group, Federal Emergency 
Administrator Harry L. Hopkins an- 
nounced tonight that CWA adminis- 
trators in Georgia and seven other 
southern states have been advised they 
may reduce the hours of CWA work- 
ers. by half in communities under 
2,500 population, thus staggering the 
employment and opening the way for 
a substantial increase in the number 
of persons on pay rolls. 

Just. how many additional persons 
will be given employment under the 
new policy in Georgia officials were 
unable to say, but individual members 
of the state delegation estimated the 
inerease will be upwards of 50,000. 

In addition to Georgia, the new 
CWA policy applies to Alabama, Mis- 
sissippi, Texas, Arkansas, Oklahoma 
and North and South Carolina. Pe- 
culiar conditions in these* states ne- 
cessitated the change, Administrator 
Hopkins said. 

Heretofore CWA workers in Geor- 
gia as well as elsewhere have been 
employ ed on a basis of 30 hours maxi- 
mum work a week. The effect of the | 
new order will be to permit a reduc- | 


ition of employment to a maximum of | 


15 hours a week in the smaller com- | 
munities, but not in the urban centers | 
such as Atlanta. 

Urban centers of the 
populations in excess of 2,500 will) 
continue on the old schedule, but by | 
applying the new ratio Miss Gay B;|

President Waves Aside 


Question as to Time of - 
Expected Order for Gold 
and Devaluation of Dollar 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—()— 
President Roosevelt asserted his right 
o take over the gold of the federal 
reserve -system today but smilingly 
waved aside questions asking whether 
he would do this or make any other 
immediate move in his monetary pro- 
ram. 

The president let the wave of spec- 
ulation over his managed currency 
effort, which was revived .by yester- 
day’s financial conferences, take its 
own course and maintuined his usual 
guarded secrecy over this complex 
problem. 

It is believed he will call in the 
$3,600,000,000 in gold held by the 
federal reserve banks before he fixes 
the devaluated price of the dollar to 
insure the treasury obtaining the ben- 
efits of the increased value of the 
gold, 

Saying Nothing. 

It is also believed he has some new 
monetary steps in contemplation, in- 
cluding action on silver, but ke is 
saying nothing in advance about it to 
assure the success of the move when 
made. 

He described yesterday's talks with 
Secretary Morgenthau, Attorney-Gen- 
eral Cummings and Goveruor Black, 
of the federal reserve board, as a ccn- 
tinuation. of the usual conversations 
checking up on the progress of the 
new monetary policy. 

The White House evinced no par- 
ticular interest in the hearings to be-- 
gin Monday before the house coinage 
committee, where the advocates of va- 
rious money policies will be heard. 

Those who have agreed to testify 
include Irving Fisher, Yale professor; 
Father Coughlin, of Detroit; Paul 
Warburg, critic of the administra- 
tion’s money policy; Frank A. Van- 
derlip, New York economist, and Pro- 
fessor O. M. W. Sprague, who re- 
cently resigned as a treasury advisor 
in protest against the Roosevelt mon- 
etary policy. 

To Make Own Moves. 

There is no doubt that the presi- 
dent intends to keep his own grip on 
his monetary program and make his 
own moves in the announced effort 
to obtain higher commodity prices and 
a more stable medium of exchange.

For Power Industry on Code PEACE DECLARED 


IN POWER STRIKE 


25 Electrical Workers To 
Be Re-employed Now, 
and Others as Needed. 


Peace was declared Friday in the 
three-year-old differences between 
striking electrical workers and the 
Georgia Power Company, with the re- 
sult that 25 of the former employes 
will be re-employed immediately and 
others will be given places as fast as 
vacancies are available, it was an- 
nounced by T. LL. Elder, Atlanta la- 
bor official, and Preston S. Arkwright, 
president of the power company. 

Starting in a quarrel between the 
electrical workers and Allied Engi- 
neers, Inc., a subsidiary of Common- 
wealth and Southern, which had been 
doing construction work for the pow- 
er company. the strike brought out 
200 men, who walked off the job-be- 
eause Allied Engineers would not en- 
ter a contract with the union. 

The treaty, it was announced, al- 
lows any electrical worker employed 
by the power company to have the 
right to join the union, and forbids 
discrimination against employes be- 
cause of membership or non-member- 
ship in the union. 

Up to about a year ago, the power 
company was the victim for nearly 18 
months of a series of bombings and 
other acts of vandalism. Dynamite 
was set off at the feet of transmission 
towers, lines were cut, and other 
phases of sabotage kept repair crews 
on the jump. 

~Under terms of the settlement, 25 
of the strikers will be returned to 
work on Tuesday. A statement of the 
matter, signed by Elder, business 
agent of local Union No. 48 of the 
International Brotherhood of Electri- 
cal Workers: G. X. Barker, of Bir- 
mingham, vice president of the Inter- 
national Brotherhood, and Arkwright 


announced that the mutual agreement 
was reached following conferences par- 
ticipated in by Elder, Barker. Ark- 
wright, A. Steve Nance, president of 


‘the Atlanta Federation of Trades; J. 
| Sid Tiller, president of the Georgia 


Federation of Labor, and W.  #&.

COMPROMISE SEEN 
ON ST. LAWRENCE 


Reservations. May Be 
Made To Speed Approval 
of Waterway Treaty. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—(P)— 
Reservations that might cut down 
the objections of some opponents to 
the St. Lawrence treaty and clear the 
road for its approval by the senate 
were hinted at today in the opening 
of debate on the pact with Canada. 

They did not reach definite formu- 
lation. but discussion revolved around 
the clause that would internationalize 
Lake Michigan and affect the diver- 
sion of water from that lake to the 
Mississippi through the Chicago drain- 
age canal. 

Senators McKellar, democrat, Ten- 
nessee, and Clark, democrat, Missouri, 
directed numerous questions at Chair- 
man Pittman, of the foreign relations 
committee, on this point. Both their 
districts come within the area of the 
9-foot barge channel down the Mis- 
sissippi. 

Clark told Pittman that: 

“Millions of people are in favor of 
the general principles but are bitterly 
opposed to the pending treaty because 
of certain provisions.” 

Points Opposed. 

The Missourian declared that the 
former presidents in whose adminis- 
trations the St. Lawrence question 
has figured “did not favor the inter- 
nationalization of Lake Michigan or 
the spending of millions of American 
money in Canada for employing Ca- 
nadian labor.” 

For more than two hours, Pittman 
tossed charges of “selfish harbor in- 
terests” into the teeth of the demo- 
cratic senators who oppose ratifica- 
tion. 

Republican support of the demo- 
eratic administration’s policy on the 
St. Lawrence question came to light 
almost immediately. It was a repub- 
lican, Vandenberg. of Michigan, who 
frequently back-stopped Pittman. The 
latter during his long presentation of 
the case for the seaway, faced the 
democratic side, at times stepping with 
long strides into the center of his 
party’s section to shake his finger al- 
most under the noses of some of the 
opposition senators. 

Hits Rail Argument. 

He stood at the desk of Senator 
Wagner, of New York, who yesterday 
blasted against the pact in a minority 
report of the foreign relations com- 
mittee, when he said: 

“We have selfish seaports 
everything in their power to prevent 
reduction of shipping costs. The har- 
bor of New York wants no freight di- 
verted from it: the harbor of New 
Orleans will continue to fight if there

ed from the Mississippi.” 

Pittman charged that the railroads 
had requested their employes to wire 
senators to oppose the treaty ou the 
ground that the ship route would take 
traffic from the rail ecartficrs and 
thereby reduce employment. 

“The railroads,” he added, “have 
never been able to prove this; the 
Panama Canal has proved just the 
opposite.” 

“We have all these interests com- 
bined and there is not one of them 
thinking about the shippers of this 
country.” , : 

This, said Pittman, was “selfish 
philosophy.” 

Senator Erickson, democrat, Mon- 
tana, joined Pittman and Costigan, 
democrat, Colorado, in the debate for 
ratification. 

The building of the northern water- 
way, Erickson said, would mean that 
“ocean vessels could penetrategaee 
heart of our continent, the land-leck- 
ed states, and carry away the sur- 
pluses of our farms.” 

There was a likelihood that the vote 
might be a long time in coming. 


AutoLeaders Share Ford View 
That Upturn Will Come in ’34 


DETROIT, Jan. 12.—(?)}—The 
statement of Edsel Ford in Washing- 
ton today tbat business conditions at 
present “look very, very good,” is 
shared by many other leaders of the 
automobile industry, who believe the 
combination of increased purchasing 
power, improved general conditions 
and an accumulated replacement de- 
mand is beginning to be felt in grow- 
ing degree. 

Mr. Ford. in his statement given 
after he had concluded his testimony 
before the senate banking committee, 
said that his company expects a 75 
per cent pickup over 1933. This is 
the general hope of the motor ear in- 
dustry. 

Last year the industry produced in 
the United States and Canada 2.101,- 
OOO passenger cars and trucks. As in 
1932 and 1931 the bulk of this out- 
put was for what has been termed 
“absolutely necessary” replacement. 
In the belief that demand, other than 
replacement for indispensable  vé- 
hicles, will enter the market in con- 
siderable volume, many of the indus- 
try’s heads expect 1934 production to 
top 3,500,000 units. 

In this connection a recent state- 
ment by Alvan Macauley, president 
of the National Automobile Chamber 
of Commerce, is regarded in trade 
circles as of dg vial significance. 
“If the automobile industry were call- 
ed upon now to replace all of Ameri- 
ca’s wornout cars,’ he said, “it 
would have to work day and night 
for two years to do the job.” 

Mr. Ford’s statement that under 
the NRA, the additional workers 
created would “help purchasing pow- 
er,” agrees in general with the views 
of many of the other motor car man- 
ufacturers. The statement was re- 
garded as particularly significant be- 
cause the Ford company, of which 
Edsel Ford is president, is the only 
unit of the industry which has not 
signed the automotive code, although 
complying with its terms. 

Contributing to the optimistic view- 
point held by most motorcar. manu- 
facturers is the public reaction to 
new models just introduced at the 
national automobile show in New 
York, heavy commitments by dealer 
organizations and the fact that the 


industry gets into 1934 with practi- 
eally no left-over stock. 


A sharp stepping up of production 
already has begun, after a slow start, 
due largely to the delay in plant re- 
tooling operations resulting from the 
tool and diemakers’ strike of last 
fall. Fifteen companies have increased 
the output of their assembly lines 
this week and three more companies 
whose assembly divisions have been 
inactive have swung into production 
of their new types. Currently only 
et companies have idle assembly 
ines. 

The prediction has been made fre- 
quently during the last few weeks 
that a rapid advance in factory op- 
erations would be noted during the 
first quarter of 1934. On the basis 
of current activity, the industry is 
expected to produee well in excess of 
100,000 passenger cars and _ trucks 
this month, possibly approximating 
the January, 1933, total of 133,402 
units, 

The Ford Motor Company recently 
announced it would reopen on Feb- 
ruary 1, assembly plants at Dallas, 
Texas, and Norfolk, Va., each with 
a tentative daily output schedule of 
around 200 cars. At the same time, 
it was announced the company’s Jan- 
uary output program had been in- 
creased again, the contemplated total 
being 55,000 units against an origi- 
nal schedule of 46,000. 

Comments by a few other leaders 
in the industry follow: 

. W. Nash, of the Nash Motor 
Car Company: “A revival is on the 
way and we will have to step fast not 
to miss the train.” 

H. G. Moock, general sales man- 
ager, Plymouth Motor Corporation: 
“It is logical to assume that as re- 
covery proceeds and the country gets 
back to normal productivity the rise 
in the output of motor cars will be 
much greater than the rise in total 
manufacturing output.” 

Roy D. Chapin, head of the Hud- 
son Motor Car Company: “So far as 
the first few months are concerned, 
although schedules exceed those of 
1933, any revision will be upward 
rather than downward.” 

W. G. Cowling ,general sales man- 
ager, Ford Motor Company: “There 
is a better feeling throughout the 
country; confidence has returned and 
money is circulating more freely.”

“What is this mysterious sixth sense 
possessed by the blind?” asks the Pic- 
torial Weekly. - 

“In a recent experiment a_ blind 
person sat in a chair and a white 
disc of cardboard mounted on silently 
moving steel rods was gradually 
brought close to his face. He could 
‘see’ it coming when it was still a 
foot or two away and his ability to 
do this proved a puzzle. A thick mask 
was placed over his face; it made 
no difference. Then pads of cotton 
wool were placed in his ears. In- 
stantly he lost that extra sense, and 
proved at once that it was not an 
extra sense at all, just an acute hear- 
ing. The ‘greatest fear of blind people 
is that they might walk into some ob- 
stacle. The desire to fight down this 
chance develops their hearing to an 
amazing degree, they ‘listen’ with the 
nerves of the skin on their face, and 
as something approaches these nerves 
tingle and give them warning. Thus, 
under the dise test, although the mask 
killed some of that sense, the ears 
were not deceived.”

On the 
contrary, there has been a constant 
fusilade of criticism and fault-finding 
shot forth by Georgia’s chief execu- 
tive against that program.” 

At the start of his address, Attor- 
ney Howard struck at what he term- 
ed the “‘county racket” in the state’s 
government. He said two-thirds of the 
state’s counties serve no purpose ex- 
cept to “support swarms of office- 
holders and pile up the burden of 
taxation.” 

The county unit system in state 
primaries was the next target of the 
speaker. Even the head hunters of 
Borneo, he said, elect a chief accord- 
ing to rules “more rational, more fair 
and more democrati¢ than the rules 
under which we go about electing a 
United States senator, a governor, and 
our several state house officers.” 

Declaring the state’s revenue system 
had “completely broken down” he said 
he had come to the conclusion Georgia 
should withdraw entirely from the 
field of ad valorem taxation and ob- 
tain its revenue from inheritances, In- 
comes and a tax on sales, leaving ad 
valorem taxation exclusively to coun- 
ties and municipalities with strict 
limitations upon their taxing powers. 
Public schools throughout the state 
should be taken over by the state gov- 
ernment to provide every child with 
an equality of educational opportun- 
ity, he added.

They showed a deep love for the Crackers in the schedule 
meeting. Reports have it that Mr. Larry Gilbert and the Little 
Rock delegate said, in effect, ‘‘Here is the schedule.”

Your Uncle Wilbert Robinson had paid money to 
have four tentative schedules drawn up in which the 
Crackers got something of a break in the schedules.

These will be able to announce they are playing for 
charity, or for a vague “‘benefit,”” and charge admis- 
sion. Or they will be able to take up a free-will of- 
fering, which ran into several hundreds of dollars last 
season, and play baseball. “ 

This, it seems, is not a sin and is therefore quite within 
the law. But the Crackers’cannot play at home. They must 
board a train and ride to Chattanooga or Nashville or to Bir- 
mingham to do their baseball sinning. 

I do not quite understand it and that is probably 
the reason it all seems a bit ridiculous. It makes for a 
great deal more expense and prevents the Crackers 
from having a decent schedule. It was all right in the 
days when only two or three cities permitted baseball 
sinning on Sunday, but now that seven of the eight 
allow it, the schedule is impossible of any equitable 
distribution.

Ruth Agrees on $35,000 Pay 


BABE TO SIGN 
NEXT MONDAY; 
TAKES BIG CUT 


Veteran Slugger Comes 
To Agreement Quick- 
ly With Ruppert.

Associated Press Sports Editor. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 12.—(?)}—Two 
months ahead of the usual schedule 
and minus all the customary fanfare 
associated with this momentous event, 
- Babe Ruth and his baseball employer, 
Colonel Jacoh Ruppert, came to terms 
today on the 40-year-old siugger’s 
1934 salary. . 

By mutual agreement they withheld 


the details, pending the actual cere- | 


mony of signing the ‘contract next 
Monday morning in Ruppert’s brew- 
ery, but it was learned that a com- 
promise was reached at or close to 
835,000 after the shortest and most 
harmonious salary conference Babe 
and the colonel have had in a dozen 
years. 

The figure mentioned, which Ruth 
himself indicated was close to the 
mark, is the Babe's lowest’ salary 
since 11/21 but still makes him the 
highest salaried performer in either 
major league. is his third “cut” 
in as many years and represents a 
total drop of approximately 55 per 
cent in salary since he received his 
peak pay of $80,000 for the 1030-31 
BeASONS.

ONE-YEAR BASIS. 


The Yankee slugger since then has | 


been signed only on a one-year basis, 
receiving $75,000 in 1932 and $52,600 
last year, 

In the aggregate, over a period of 
15 years, including 1934, Ruth’s sal- 
ary checks from the Yankees reach 
the staggering sum of nearly $850,000, 
This will be his 21st season in the 
American league. 

The rapidity with which the Babe 
and the colonel came to terms, this 
early in the winter, was more sur- 
prising than the latest reduction in 
the veteran’s salary, which he had 
himself said he expected to accept 
without much if any argument. It 
was a sharp contrast to the annual 
verbal warfare usually begun in New 
York and carried on well into the 
training camp season in St. Peters- 
burg, Fla., where the climax of sign- 
ing has been an established winter 
ceremony. Ruth has never before 
signed any of his big contracts with 
the Yankees before March. 

“The colonel and I simply decided

At the Yankee offices, it was spe- 
cifically denied by Secretary Ed Bar- 
row that the figure is $37,500, a com- 
promise between the Babe's request 
for $40,000 and the colonel’s offer 
of $35,000. It was suggested Rup- 
pert’s offer more likely was $30,000 
and the compromise figure $35,000. 

The dispatch of the salary business 
was regarded in baseball circles as 
a possible indication Ruth has an un- 
derstanding with Ruppert that he will 
get a chance to manage the Yankees 
in 1956, after the present contract of 
Joe McCarthy expires. The Babe 
turned down a proposal by his em- 
ployer to manage the Newark Bears 
of the International league this year. 
Neither Ruth or Ruppert, however, 
would comment on what the future 
holds for the famous home run hitter, 
beyond 1934. 

Ruth has already begun daily work- 
outs at a gymnasium and expects to 
be in shape to play at least 100 
games as a regular with the Yankees 
this year. He played in 137 games 
last year. He will not leave for 
Florida until about the middle of

But, the swing 
ean’t be right if you're trying to hit 
with all your might while tightened 
up by the cold, or, when you're all 
bundled up with heavy clothing. 

Use a shorter and easier swing and 
you'll get better results.

934 season. Ever since its’ first pro- 
duction in 1853. “Il Trovatore” has 
ranked as one of the most popular 
operas, and rightly so, for its music 
is melodious and its action swift. 


The events preliminary to the 
opera, but necessary to the under- 
standing of the plot are as follows: 
The old Count di Luna, long since 
dead, had two young sons of nearly 
the same age. One night as_ they 
slept, a gypsy hag was discovered 
bending over the cradle of the young- 
er. The gypsy was burned at the 
stake. Her daughter, Azucena, then 
a young gypsy with a child of her 
own, swore vengeance. The next night 
she stole this vounger child of the 
count, and in her furious rage, by 
mistake, threw her own child into 
the still smoldering flames where her 
mother was: burned. Her vengeance 
for the time thwarted, she rejoined 
her tribe, telling no one her secret, 
and reared the count’s child as her 
own son under the name of Maunrico. 

When the opera opens Manrico 
(played by Edward Ransome) is a 
grown man, and Azucena (sung 
by Elsa Hottinger) an old 
woman. The old count’s elder’ son, 
Count di Luna (role taken by Nino 
Ruisi), is the sole heir to his title. 

In Act 1 the retainers of Count 
di Luna are keeping guard in an 
outer chamber of Aliaferia palace, the 
captain passing away the time by tell- 
ing the weird story of the gypsy and 
her vengeance. In the garden, beauti- 
ful Leonora (sung by Charlotte 
Ryan), strolls with her attendant, 
Inez, telling of her interest in an un- 
known knight, whom they refer to as 
“The Troubadour” (11 Trovatore), be- 
cause of his having serenaded Leo- 
nora. Just as the Count di Luna ap- 
pears in the garden, the voice of the 
Troubadour is heard coming through 
the night, and Leonora, mistaking the 
count for her Troubadour, rushes to 
him. ‘As the moonlight reveals her 
error she runs to the arms of Man- 
rico. In a jealous rage the two men 
go away to fight a duel and Leonora 
faints. 

Dawn in a gypsy camp opens the 
seene of Act 2. The gypsies at their 
work sing the “Anvil Chorus.” They 
stop to listen to the song Azucena 
sings, recounting that memory of old. 
When she is finished they depart, 
leaving her and Manrico alone. 
She asks him why he spared the life 
in the duel, and urges 
him never t@ be merciful to his ene- 
my again. A messenger enters, order- 
ing Manrico to take command of the 
castle of Castellor for the Prince of 
Biscay, also telling him that Leonora, 
believing Manrico to have been killed 
in battle, is about to take the vows 
of a nun, 

The .scene changes. to a convent. 
Luna, who has plotted to 
seize Leonora and take her away be- 
fore she takes the vows, appears with 
his soldiers.

Ofe of the earliest lessons taught 
to the bridge player is the principle 
of the finesse, an encirciing move- 
ment designed to reduce the trick- 
taking power of the opposition and 
capture an adverse honor. The finesse 
is in its essence entirely a maneuver 
for a favorable position and as a gen- 
eral rule, when a player takes a fi- 
nesse, he hopes to see it win and 
hopes that by the repeated process 
of leading through an honor, enough 
guards may be removed so that the 
honor may be captured. This is not 
always true, however. Sometimes a 
player finds himself in a situation 
in which he makes a finesse that he 
hopes to lose. 

This exact situation occurred in a 
recent team-of-four match where a 
player at a contract of three notrump 
breathed a sigh of relief when his fi- 
nesse failed. The reason why he was 
anxious to lose was not that he de- 
sired to give his opponents an extra 
trick, but that he wanted to establish 
an additional entry into his own hand, 
which had only one certain entry re- 
maifing in it. The hand and bid- 
ding were: 

South, Dealer. 

North and South vulnerable. 


The bidding: 
South West North

The bidding requires no particular 
comment. West has a hand contain- 
ing 3 1-2 honor-tricks but does not 
wish to undertake a contract of three 
notrump with a singleton in his part- 
ner’s suit. The bid of three clubs is, 
of course, a show of further strength 
and makes easier a bid of three no- 
trump by East provided he has any 
values in diamonds or spades. East’s 
bid of three notrump follows as a mat- 
ter of course. 

Despite West’s bid of clubs South 
decided upon the opening lead of the 
doubleton in that suit. The queen 
was played from dummy and North 
won with the ace and immediately re- 
turned the knave. This was won with 
dummy’s king, and East now noted 
with satisfaction that as both the 
eight and seven had dropped, he could 
establish another trick in the club 
suit and leave neither opponent with 
a long card in it. He therefore re- 
turned the four of clubs, which North. 
not anxious to lead, ducked. LEast 
now led the diamond 6 and finessed 
the queen in dummy. The play, while 
a finesse, was based as much upon 
the hope of losing as of winning, as, 
if the finesse failed, and North cashed 
the diamond king, an additional en- 
try was provided to the East hand 
so that the heart finesse might be 
taken with safety later. North won 
the diamond, then cashed his remain- 
ing club, and now mistakenly returned 
a small spade. This forced ‘South’s 
king, and the ace in dummy won the 
trick. Now the declarer was sure of 
his contract as he had discarded the 
heart 8 on the fourth club. The heart 
finesse could now be taken with per- 
fect certainty as the diamond 5 as- 
sured a re-entry. When this finesse 
won, declarer won the remaining 
tricks, losing only two clubs and one 
diamond. 

It must be admitted that had North, 
instead of returning a spade when 
he won the diamond, returned that 
suit, then North and South must have 
cashed one more trick and held the 
declarer to his contract. This is an 
important consideration in duplicate, 
and. North, no doubt, took it into con- 
sideration, but he hoped against hope 
that, as East had failed to attack 
the spade suit, his partner held both 
the king and queen. Equally, North 
might have furthered the interests of 
the defending partnership had he re- 
fused to win the queen of diamonds 
with the king and waited until the 
second round of the suit.

From the home of Mahatma Gandhi, 
the town of Rajkot in Kathiawar, 
India, comes Manilal Parekh, now 
giving talks at Emory University as 
part of his lecture tour of this coun- 
try. A high caste Hindu of a line 
three or four thousand years old, 
prominently identified with the: cul- 
ture and religion of his country, Mr. 
Parekh has a unique status—having 
embraced the teachings of the spir- 
‘tual leader of the west without seg- 
regation from his own caste. 

Although he received all his edu- 
eation in India, “for which I am very 
thankful,” says Mr. Parekh, he has 
an unusual understanding of the 
western world, gained from his trav- 
els in Europe and this country, which 
he has visited before. He still lives 
among the Hindus of his own caste. 
“In my home,” he says, “we speak 
only Hindu—never English.
